CONFEDERATE ORATION 1894 

From the Confederate Veteran 
of October 1894 and via "The 
Ranger " , Camp # 1 455 , Long vi ew , 
we read about the 4th annual 
reunion of Hart's Battery. The 
orator of the day was Col » 
Robert Aldrich. 

"You went into the war at the 
start and went in to stay. You 
fought the fight, to the finish, 
and 'when the war drum sounded 
no longer, and the battle flags 
were furled,' you did not leave 
the glorious past to be buried 
with its glorious dead, but, 
while facing the future with 
manly hearts and without fear, 
you resolved to keep your 
achievements fresh and green 
until you die... It was then 
called the war for Southern 
rights, and it was right then 
and is right now, and as long as 
I can say anything, I will 
always say that my countrymen 
fought and bled and died for 
t heir r i g h t s . V h e r e was n o t. h i n g 
wrong about ft except the 
result. " 



Rebel with a cause 

Living near the White House during the Civil War, 
Rose O'Neal Greenhow made the acquaintance of 
numerous government officials and Union officers. 
Near the beginning of the war, she put those contacts 
to good use — as a Confederate spy. 

Directing more than 50 fellow agents (most of them 
women), Greenhow supplied the Confederacy with 
information that contributed to its lopsided victory at 
the First Battle of Bull Run. But her luck didn't hold. 
On Aug. 23, 1861, Greenhow was arrested for espi- 
onage by the Union secret service chief and famed 
detective, Allan Pinkerton. 

She was deported to Richmond, Va. in 1862, and in 
1864 she drowned trying to run a Union blockade off 
the North Carolina coast.
